REPUBLICAN NOMINEE FOR PRESIDENT TOILED 
AS A BOY ON FATHER’S FARM, LATER 
BUYING A NEWSPAPER

W arren G. Harding, United States Senator from Ohio, was born on 
his grandfather’s farm, where his father then resided, just outside the 
village of Blooming Grove, Morrow county, Ohio, November 2nd, 1865. 
He was the eldest of eight children. 
He is the son of Dr. George T. Harding, who at the time of W arren's 
birth was the village doctor. 
In those days no night was too dark, no 
journey too hong over almost impassable roads for him to go to alleviate 
the suffering of some patient. 
The Hardings were of colonial stock, coming originally from Scot­ 
land, settling in Connecticut, removing later to the Wyoming Valley Penn­ 
sylvania, where some of them were massacred. 
Other fought in the 
Revolutionary war. 
W arren’s mother, Phoebe Dickerson, was descended 
from an old time Holland Dutch family and thus was blended the blooa 
of the Holland Dutch with that of the hardy scotch.

His grandfather owned a small tract of land and was neither 
better or worse off than his neighbors.

PRESENTING THE ISSUE 


Two weeks ago the league of nations was considered the 
only great national issue. 
Today it occupies a minor position 
among several issues. 
A month from now it will probably 
have been forgotten in the heat of a national campaign. The 
Chicago convention without design or intention has led the 
battle of 1920 far from the field occupied by the covenant of 
1918. 
When the Old Guard at Chicago adopted the platform 
they did adopt and nominated the ticket they did nominate, 
it issued a bold and unequivocal challenge to the union labor 
forces of America. 
That platform has already been de­ 
nounced by the Montreal conference. The ticket also will be de 
nounced by labor forces wherever assembled. 
In view of 
the attitude maintained today by union labor no one will 
doubt that the followers of G omPers will unsparingly condemn 
the presidential nominee who voted for the anti-strike clause 
of the Cummins-Esch bill and the vice-presidential nominee 
who suppressed a strike of policemen in Boston. 
The San Francisco convention may be expected to pick 
up the gage thrown down at Chicago. 
As a bid for the labor 
vote of the country the Democratic convention may be ex­ 
pected to adopt a radical labor platform and nominate a 
candidate of the McAdoo type for president. 
Already the 
the opportunity for democracy. 
While Mr. Bryan condemns 
who sees in the present situation what he is pleased to call 
the opportunity of Demicracy. 
While Mr. Bryan condemns 
the McAdoo candidacy, he advocates the McAdoo program 
and voices a demand that no candidate answers one half so 
well as the former head of the treasury.

Those who 
have been dreading war to the knife between the two leading 
democrats now see presented an issue that will produce har­ 
mony in place of strife ,that will force an alliance in place 
of disaffection. 
Thinking only of the loaves and fishes and 
caring little how the prerequisites of office are obtained the 
politicians in charge of the national meet will embrace any 
means of cementing the several elements of the party. 
Hence 
it becomes as sure as anything in politics can be sure that 
the coming convention will accept the challenge of the con 
vention that has just gone. 
Labor and capital will become 
the issue of the 1920 campaign. 
No one denies that such an allignment would be deplor­ 
able. 
The recognition of class distinctions is censurable, the 
agitation of class prejudices is damnable, but the best poli­ 
ticians are frequently the worst citizens, and the men who 
manipulate conventions are willing to subject the nation to 
almost any danger in order to control the government of the 
nation.
